around his waist, addressed us in broken F.nglish as we j 
pttssed a small »hop on the way to Uezesleiu. 
His mas­ 
ter was an old acquaintance of rriy polyglot friend, and 
passing in at u side door, we entered a dimly-ligbtcd 
Hpurtiuent in the rear, ami were received, witli a pro- 
usion of salaams, by 
the suitaii’s 
perfniner. 
For a 
Turk, Mustapha Etfeiidi was the most voluble gentleman 
it his discourse that I had 
yet met in Htamhoul. 
A 
sparse gray 
beard just sprinkled a pair o f hlown-up 
cleeks, and a collapsed double chin that fell in curtain 
foils to Ids bosom, a mustache, o f seven or eight ha rs 
on a side, curled demurely about the corners 
of Ids 
nioith, his heavy 
oily black 
eyes twinkled 
in their 
puny recesses, with the salacious good humor of a sa­ 
tyr i and, 
as he coiled his legs under him on the 
broad ottoman in the corner, his bone e ■» body com­ 
pletely lapped over them, knees and all, and left him, 
apparently, bolt upright on his trunk, like a man ampu­ 
tated at the hips. 
A string of heads in one hand, and a 
splendid narghile, or rose-water pipe, in the other, com­ 
pleted as fine u picture of a mere animal as i rememher 
to have met in my travels. 
My learned friend pursued the conversation in Turk­ 
ish, and, in a few 
minutes, the black entered, with 
pipes of exqui.site amber filled with the mild Persian to­ 
bacco. 
Leaving his slippers at the dooi, he dropped 
upon his knee, and placed two smui! hntss dishes in the | 
centre of the room to receive the hot pipe-howls, and, i 
with u showy flourish of his long, naked arm, brought | 
round the rich mouih-pieces to our lips. 
A spicy atom 
e f some aromatic composition, laid in the centre of the 
bowl, removed froiii ilie smoke all that could oftend 
the most delicate organs, and, us I looked about the 
perfumer’s retired sanctum and my eyes rested on the 
small heaps of spice-vvoods, the gilded pastilles, the 
curious bottles of ottar of roses and j is;iiine, and 
thence to the broad, soft divans extending quite round 
the room, piled in the corners with cushions of down, 
I thought .Mustapha, the perfumer, among those who 
lived by tratlic, luid the cleanlie.st and most gentleman­ 
like vocation. 
Observing that I smoked but little, Mustapha gave an 
order to his familiar, who soon appeared, with two 
8 nail gilded saucers, one containing a jelly o f incompa­ 
rable delicacy and whiteness, and the other a candied 
liquid, tinctured with quince and cinnamon. 
My friend 
explained to me that 1 was to eat both, and tliat .Mus­ 
tapha said, “ on his head be the injury it would do me ” 
There needed littio porHunsion. 
I'Bu /»nok to a court 
of farie.s might have mingled sweets less delicately. 
For all this courtesy, .vlustapha finds his otlset in the 
opened hearts of his customers, when the pipes are 
s noked out, and there is'nothing to delay the otter of 
his costly wares. 
First calling for a jar o f jessamine, 
than which the sultan himself perfumes Ins beard with 
no rarer, he turned it upside down, and, leaning towards 
me, rubbed the moistened cork over my nascent mus­ 
tache, and waited with a satisfied certainty for my ex­ 
pression of admiration as it “ ascended me into the 
brain” 
There was no denying that it was of a celes­ 
tial flavor. 
He held up his fingers : “ one ? two ? three ? 
ten 
How many bottles shall your slave fill for you ?” 
It was a most lucid pantomime. 
An interpreter would 
have been superfluous. 
The. ottar of roses stood next on the shelf. 
It was 
the best ever sent from .Adriaiiople. 
Uotlle after bottle 
o f dirterent extracts was passed under nasal review— 
each, one might think, the triumph of the alchymy of 
flowers, and of each a speciuien was laid aside for me 
in a slender phial, dexterously cappe I with vellum, and 
tied with a silken thread by the adroit Abyssinian. 
I 
escaped emptying my purse by a single worthless coin, 
the fee I required for my return boat over the Holden 
Horn—but I had seen .Mustapha, the perfumer. 
My friend led the way through several intricate vvind- 
logs. and p;issing througli a gateway, we entered a cir­ 
cular area, surrounded with a single building divided 
into small apartments, faced with open porches.

H e was not their master, but the stout fellow in the I 
corner, he said, was a (ireek by his regular feature.s, I 
and the boy chained to him was a Circassian by his | 
rosy cheek and curly hair, and the black-li|*ped v’iHain I 
with the scar over his forehead was an Fgyplian. douht- 
le.s8, and the two tint looked like brothers, were Heor- 
gians or Persians, or perhaps Bulgarians. 
Poor devils ! 
they lay on the clay floor with a cold easterly wind 
blowing lu upon them, dispirited and gliUfed, with the 
pro.spect of being sold to a task-masteT for their best 
hope of relief. 
A shout of .\frican laughter drew us to tjje other side 
of the haz iar. 
\ dozen Nubian damsels, flat-nosed and 
C’lrly hefiJed, but as straigfii ahd fine liiidied us jrieees 
o f black statuary, lay ajcuffd on a platform in front of 
therr apartment, waiiiBf* One sat upright in the middle, 
and amused her companions by some narration aceom- 
pariied by grimaces irresistibly ludicrous 
Each has a 
somewhat scant blanket, black with dirt, and worn as ! 
carelessly as a lady carries her shawl.

W e left the slave-market, and wishing to buy a piece 
of Brusa silk for a dressing-gown, my friend conducted 
me to a secluded khan in the neighborhood o f the far- 
famed “ burnt-colunin.” Fnteiing by a very inenfi door, 
closed within by a curtain, wo stood on fine Indian 
mats in a large room, piled to the ceiling with silks en­ 
veloped in the soft-satin paper of the east.

coffee must be handed round before a single fold of the 
old Armenian’s W’ares could see the light, and fortu­ 
nate it is, since one may not courteously refuse it, that

in all those places where they bad branches. 
They be­ 
came mo no p o l i s t s , and like all other monopolists, used 
their power for their own profit, by constant fluctuations 
of price, and in such a manner that every vibration gave 


them gain. 
T his was their position when they lesrned, in August, 
1833, that the deposits would undoubtedly be removed. 
r! heir rates e f exchange were then on the west, beyond 
the mountains, from one to one and a half per cent, 
discount, and about the same on the south and south 
west, say from Charleston to »New Orleans. 
This busi­ 
ness they 
had long engrossed. 
The moment they 
learned the design of removing the deposits, for the pur­ 
pose of embarrassing the business of the country, and of 
coercing the American people into obedience to their 
will, they refused, generally, to buy exchange on thsse 
plat cs, and when they did boy, sparingly, they raised 
the price to two and a half per cent. 
For nearly nine 
months they were thus enabled to oppress and plunder 
tbw publir. 
In the mean time, the Merchants’ Hank, 
one of the selected hanks in this city, and ably manag­ 
ed, adopted measures to enable them to deal in ex­ 
change, and have established an extensive correspond­ 
ence for (his purpose. 
Their arrangements enable them 
to collect monies and deal in exchange, on a great many 
more places than the United State* Bank ever did ; that 
Hank confined its operations mainly to places where it 
had branches, or in the vicinity of its branches. 
The 
crms which the M erchants’ Hunk offered being better 
in price, and otherwise, than the Branch were exacting, 
it began to engross the business of inland exchange here. 
T he Branch was troubled, and told its tale to Mr Bid­ 
dle, and very soon it had orders to alter its course.— 
The Merchants’ Bank hud underbid them about one per 
cenb on their exchange upon the west and south-west. 
The Branch, with its new orders, 
underbid the Mer­ 
chants' Bank in these places, about one quarter of on* 
per cent .taking drafts at one h a lf the discount it ex­ 
acted before the Merenams liana cam« imu »»•« »*- 
change market. 
T he Merchants’ 
Bank has sinoe re­ 
duced its rates as low, and in some coses lower, than the 
reduced tariff of the Branch. 
Competition has thus 
brought the United States Bank down to reasonable 
term s, and has demonstrated, w hat well informed men 
knew before, that the price of domestic exchange is bet­ 
ter regulated by 
open competition than it can be 
when the trade is monopolized by the Mammoth U. 8 .

W e annex a table of the rates at which the Merchants’ 
Bank takes ex ch an g e, and we are confident that all dis­ 
creet merchants, w hatever may he their political feel­ 
ings, will give a preference to the Merchants’ Bank over 
the Branch, which is believed to be little better than a 
shaving mill.
